Congressmen Binnie His henidemanet 
That Russia May Overtake U.S. in 
Hydro-electric Capacity. 


The 1960 Republican ‘‘truth 
squad” today challenged United 
States John F. Kennedy’s state- 
ment last night that Russia 
‘threatens to overtake this na- 
tion in electric power capacity 
by 1975. 

The squad, composed of three 
Republican Senators and two 
House members, arrived in St. 
Louis last night and held 
first press conference in 
presidential campaign at 
Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel. 

United States Senator Kenneth 
B. Keating of New York. a mem- 
ber of the group, said America’s 
annual rate of increase now is 
11,200,000 million kilowatt hours. 
as against Russia's 4,500,000 kilo- 
watt hours. In addition, the 
United States has eight nuclear 
plants and 21 more authorized, 
he said. 

The chairman 
Senator Roman L. Hruska of Ne- 
braska, said a report by Secre- 
tary Fred A. Seaton of the De- 
partment of the Interior stated 
that Russia, to equal the Ameri- 
can power capabilities, would 
have to quadruple its 1950-1956 
rate of increase and build the 
equivalent of eight Grand Coulee 
dams each year for 17 years. 

Keating, in raising the chal- 
lenge, said that Kennedy in his 
St. Louis speech last night had 
“repeated Russia’s boast’’ about 
overtaking the United States in 
power capacity by 1975. 

Newsmen pointed out that 
Kennedy stated he was quoting 
from a Senate committee report, 
and asked if Keating were 
charging the Senate group with 
echoing a Russian claim. 

Keating said he did not ‘‘want 
to leave any implicatién that the 
committee was furthering Rus- 
sian’’ interests.

Kennedy’s Farm Approach 


Senator Kennedy’s approach to the farm 
problem poses questions that should be de- 
bated in detail in the campaign. Mr. Kennedy 
proposes to achieve “full parity of income” 
for the farmer primarily through what he 
calls “supply management.” 

The Senator’s discussion of his plan has 
been fragmentary so far. But his approach is 
clear. It repudiates the free-market concept 
of Secretary of Agriculture Benson and the 
less rigid production-control proposals of Vice 
President Nixon and frankly proposes the 
marketing controls that seem to be the only 
method likely to prevent the accumulation of 
costly surpluses. This system of control may 
not amount to a regimented farm economy, 
but it surely has the attributes of a managed 
economy. 

Mr. Kennedy’s parity of income goes fur- 
ther than the price parity the farmer has 
sought for many years. It is defined by the 
Senator as “that income which gives average 
producers a return on their invested. capital, 
labor and management equal to that which 
similar, or comparable, resources earn in non- 
farm employment.” No one can conscientious- 
ly quarrel with that goal. It is designed to 


raise farmer income by about 30 per cent, 
. . . 


But economists who have worked on the 
Kennedy program say that it will raise retail 
food prices by 10 to 15 per cent. Here an- 
other matter of public policy enters. Food 
accounts for about one-third of the average 
American’s budgets. Any increase in food 
price is borne equally by those least able to 
pay and those to whom the increase is mean- 
ingless. An argument can be made for this 
system—something like it is used in wool 
marketing, for example—but to many per- 
sons it does not seem as equitable as the 
graduated income tax, which theoretically re- 
flects ability to pay. General tax revenues 
now support farm programs. 


Further questions suggest themselves. Would 
the program contribute to inflation? If it af- 
fects the cost-of-living index it would be re- 
flected in increased wages due to escalator 
clauses in many labor-management contracts. 
Could it be confined to a few basic crops, or 
would it be necessary to extend it to all food 
production? 


Senator Kennedy conceded in outlining his 
plan at Sioux Falls, S.D., Sept. 22, that each 
commodity has different problems of produc- 
tion and marketing, and he stated it as asic 
that a supply management program for any 
commodity would have to be overwhelmingly 
supported by the farmers involved. Using 
wheat as an illustration, he said the Secretary 
of Agriculture would compute the total amount 
of wheat that would be consumed and would 
distribute marketing quotas to participating 
farmers on the basis of their historical pro- 
duction records. All wheat sold for primary 
use would need marketing certificates; to ob- 
tain a certificate each farmer would be re- 
quired to retire a small fixed percentage of 
his wheat acreage. 

. ° * 


It has not been explained as yet how the 
programs for various commodities would be 
interrelated to prevent farmers from shifting 
excess production into unmanaged commodi- 
ties. Farmers can be expected to increase 
their per-acre production and presumably 
would not have to retire all acreage not used 
to produce their quotas. 

The Kennedy plan would not eliminate fed- 
eral farm props; it would employ loan and 
purchase agreements to supplement farm in- 
come whenever market prices fell below par- 
ity levels. Crop surpluses, except for the 
usual prudent carry-over, would be avoided, 
however. The Government now has nearly 
10 billion dollars tied up in surplus and carry- 
over; about three billions a year go into subsi- 
dizing agricultural production. Most of these 
expenditures would be eliminated eventually 
under the Kennedy scheme. 


Mr. Kennedy may have here the kernel of 
a plan that would work. At least it is an 
imaginative idea which bears analysis and 
discussion. Since it is sharply opposed to Re- 
publican concepts the Republicans should of- 
fer serious criticism. This does not mean 
ridicule; the Brannan plan was made a po- 
litical impossibility by ridicule without a de- 
bate on its merits. Senator Kennedy for his 
part should fill in his outline in the course 
of later speeches. As it is he has provided 
the basis for an important public discussion. 


Not a Precedent 


When the Express Highway was made a 
part of the new Daniel Boone Expressway, its 
widening between Boyle and Tamm avenues 
became inevitable. And it is hard to see how 
anything but a cloverleaf could provide a safe’ 
and easy interchange between the new traffic 
artery and heavily used Kingshighway. So the 
aldermanic committee was wise in recom- 
mending these projects even if 26 acres of 
Forest Park are involved. This sacrifice of 
park land, however, should not become a 
precedent. It is too easy to run traffic arteries 
through parks—of which St. Louis has all 
too few. Good planning should preserve such 
areas. 

If our parks are transformed into roadways 
—as has happened elsewhere—we will. be 
faced all too soon by the necessity of clearing 
land for new patches of greenery essential to 
the city’s beauty and the citizens’ recreation. 


The Question of Experience 


President Eisenhower coined a catchy slo- 
gan when he told [Illinois Republicans the 
country wants “leadership from a trained 
team,” by which he meant the Nixon-Lodge 
ticket. But while he heaped praise on Vice 
President Nixon as “possessor of a vast rich- 
ness of experience in domestic affairs, foreign 
relations and person-to-person diplomacy” he 
did not clear up the question of just what 
specific ideas Mr. Nixon has contributed ‘to 
the Administration. 

This question was brought up at a White 
House news conference Aug. 24 by a reporter 
interested in Mr. Nixon’s campaign of more 
experience than his opponent, Senator Ken- 
nedy. President. Eisenhower was asked to 
give an example of a major idea of Mr. Nix- 
on’s that he had adopted. His reply was, “If 
you give me a week I might think of one, I 
don’t remember.” When Mr. Nixon was asked 
to comment on this during the TV debate 
with Senator Kennedy Sept. 26 he said that of 
course anyone who knew Mr. Eisenhower 
knew the remark was “facetious.” 

There was nothing in the accounts of the 
Presidential news conference at the time to 


indicate the remark was in fact facetious. And 
Mr. Eisenhower seemed careful to skirt the 
point in talking to party leaders last Thurs- 
day. Although he said he “wanted to set the 
record straight” he omitted giving an 
to the Aug. 24 query. He said that which is 
undeniable, that Mr. Nixon “has participated 
with me and high officials of your govern- 
ment in hundreds of important deliberative 
proceedings.” 

This is not the same as proposing major 
ideas phat were adopted. Mr. Eisenhower had 


more than four weeks in which to refresh 


his memory. He has chosen to leave the 
matter just about where it was before. 


Encouraging Pollution Control 


Missouri should give serious consideration 
to a proposal that it adopt an Illinois statnte — 
permitting mandamus proceedings to compel _— 


local governmental units to issue revenue 
bonds for sewage treatment and disposal. 


The proposal comes from the general coun- | 


sel of the Metropolitan Sewer District, Charles 
B. Kaiser. Illinois has won national and even 
international recognition for its accomplish- 
ments in abating water pollution. It led the 
nation last year in the amount of sewage 
treatment work under construction. Its anti- 
pollution laws have been adopted as a model 
by Japan. What are the legislative forces 
behind these brilliant results? : 

The most telling force, Mr. Kaiser believes, 
allows the state water pollution board to ap- 
ply to the Attorney General for action. That 
official must then file suit in state court to 
compel municipalities or other local govern- 
ments to issue the necessary revenue bonds. 
Illinois has used this power 25 times in the 
past 10 years. Its model statutes also provide 
that a governing body can issue revenue 
bonds without an election unless 15 per cent 
of the voters raise an objection. If objection 
is raised, a simple majority vote decides. 

Some such force as the Illinois mandamus 
idea is probably going to be required to get 
things going in Missouri’s worst problem 
spots. The job is estimated to cost more 
than $9,000,000 in St. Joseph, $70,000,000 in 
Kansas City, $60,000,000 to $80,000,000 or 
more in St. Louis. St. Joseph voters have 
twice rejected a bond issue and the United 
States Department of Justice has been asked 
to bring the first suit under the federal Water 
Pollution Control Act against it. Kansas City 
is defying an order by the State Water Pollu- 
tion board to issue no more sewer extension 
permits until it makes a start on a sewage 
program. St. Louis is so far best off of the 
three cities, though a year behind schedule. 


The Governor of Missouri will have a great 
deal to do with the way in which this large 
and growing problem is met. What do John 
M. Dalton, the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and Edward Farmer, the Republican 
candidate, think of Mr. Kaiser’s suggestions? 


Mrs. Friede Hangs On 


What sort of example is it to the young 
people of the city when a member of the 
Board of Education, the elective body that 
manages the city’s schools, refuses to respond 
to public opinion and resign, even in the face 
of a circuit court ouster suit? Not a very good 
one, we are afraid. Does such action not 
justify the false notion, all too prevalent 
these days, that anything you can get away 
with is all right? 

Weeks ago the circuit court grand jury 
recommended that Mrs. Irma H. Friede resign 
from the board. She refused. Now President 
Bruns of the Board of Education has been 
forced to file a suit to oust her. The suit 
charges “gross misconduct.” It alleges Mrs. 
Friede “abused her trust” by putting school 
board employes to work on her home when 
they were supposed to be working for the 
schools. 

Mrs, Friede may have friends among 
teachers, building department employes and 
small-time politicians, and their opinions may 
be her criteria for evaluating her actions, 
but to the school children she was elected, 
in the last analysis, to serve, she seems to 
have given no thought, 


Nigerians All 
Nigeria, we hail thee, 
Our own dear native land, 
Though tribe and tongue may differ, 
In brotherhood we stand, 
Nigerians all... 


So begins the national anthem of Nigeria, 
the sixteenth African nation to gain inde- 
pendence this year and the largest of them. 
It has a population of almost 35,000,000, al- 
most one-sixth of all Africa. In size, it is 
larger than France and Italy combined reach- 
ing from the Gulf of Guinea to the Sahara. 

Can Nigeria avoid the kind of sectionalism 
which has all but disrupted The Congo? 
While the two new countries have such com- 
mon problems as tribalism, there is a great 
difference between them. The Congo, for 
example, is without a single native doctor, 
but Nigeria has 819 doctors, 188 hospitals 
with 13,000 beds, 479 maternity centers, more 
than 1000 dispensaries and.a medical school 
graduating 50 doctors a year. 

The provisions for medical care are typical 
of British schooling for independence. Since 
World. War II, step-by-step preparations for it 
were made in a long series of conferences 
and Premier Alhaji Abubakar Tafawa Balewa 
has said: “I hope we shall make full use of 
the lessons . . . especially in regard to justice 
and fair treatment for all people.” 

_He and the leaders of other political fac- 
tions are proud that independence has been 
achieved without violence, and virtually all 
of them have asserted their faith in “the 
concept of the Commonwealth as an associa- 


tion of free and independent nations bound . 


together by a common ajllegiance to the 
Crown,” 

Thus while Nigeria has its problems, it 
seems prepared to cope with them, and per- 
haps to set an example for the rest of newly 
freed Africa. 


Where Help Is Deserved 


The recently formed Pruitt-Igoe parents 
committee, headed by the Rev, Paul Chang, 
has launched programs to combat juvenile 
delinquency and adverse publicity, and to 
promote self-help and community responsi- 
bility. It is to be hoped that those who were 
quick to deplore the shortcomings of some 
of the tenants of these housing projects will 
be just as quick to applaud and to help in 
this corrective work.

MISSIONARY, DIES 


Jesuit Edited Queen’s Work 
for 9 Years, Organized 
* Medical Missions.

FRAMINGHAM, Mass., Oct. 3 
—Funeral services for the Rev. 
Edward F. Garesche S.J., editor 
of the Queen’s Work in St. 
Louis for nine years and medical 
mission organizer, will be Thurs- 
day at Weston (Mass.) College. 


Father Garesche, 83 years old, 
collapsed yesterday while cele- 
brating mass and died later at 
the Mother House, Sons of Mary 
Health of the Sick, which he 
founded in 1952. A native St. 
Louisan, he was a graduate of 
St. Louis University and the 
Washington School of Law and 
was a practicing attorney for two 
years before he entered the 
priesthood. 


Father Garesche entered the 
Jesuit order in St. Louis in 1900 
and was ordained there June 27, 
1912. 


He was editor of the Queen’s 
Work and lived at St. Louis Uni- 
versity from 1913 to 1922. He 
later was an instructor at 
Xavier University in Cincinnati. 

From 1925 to 1929, Father 

|Garesche was in charge of the 
Catholic Hospital Association, 
which now has moved to St. 
| Louis. He stayed at Marquette 
| University in Milwaukee during 
the four-year period. He was 
transferred to the east in 1929. 


An internationally known au- 
thor, he was director general of 
the Catholic Medical Mission In- 
ternational Committee and found- 
ed and edited several religious 
publications. 


He founded the International 
Association of Catholic Nurses, 
which now has a membership of 
more than 300,000 in 50 coun- 
tries, and was author of 50 vol- 
umes on medical and religious 
subjects.

Johnson said U.N. sessions 
were postponed in both the 1952 
and 1956 election years, but that 
the decision this year was that 
there was no serious risk to this 
country in going ahead with the 
meeting on schedule. 

The start of the 1956 General 
Assembly was delayed until Nov. 
12, or after the election. The 
meeting in 1952 started Oct. 14, 
which was before the November 
balloting. 

Johnson said he had asked As- 
sistant Secretary of State William 
M. Macomber Jr. about this 
year’s actions, and quoted a let- 
ter from Macomber that an ef- 
fort at postponement had been 
considered and rejected. 

Macomber confirmed that the 
department had considered the 
possibility carefully, but said the 
State Department did not want 
to “ask a world body to hold 
things up just because one coun- 
try is having a presidential elec- 
tion.” 

No Request Made. 

He said the department would 
have supported a delaying move 
if some other nation had raised 
the issue. 

One State Department source 
said he was almost certain the 
decision against seeking delay 
was made before Khrushchev 
decided to attend. Macomber 
said he could not confirm the 
timing without a check of the 
records. 

Macomber’s letter, as quoted 
by Johnson, said that “‘the pos- 
sibility of postponement was 
carefully considered early this 
summer,” but that neither the 
department nor Henry Cabot 
Lodge “‘saw any serious risk to 
Unitetd States interests in pro- 
ceeding on schedule.” 

Lodge, then United States Am- 
bassador to the United Nations, 
now is the Republican vice-presi- 
dential nominee. 

No Comment From Lodge. 

In Los Angeles, a spokesman 
for Lodge said he would have 
no comment on Johnson’s re- 
marks. 

Johnson contended that if it 
were not necessary to postpone 
talks by Khrushchev, Cuba’s 
Premier Fidel Castro and oth- 
ers, “I don’t know why Senator 
Kennedy should be silent.” He 
said the times are critical and 
the American people “need to 
know the facts.” 

Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, Kennedy’s Republican op- 
ponent, had suggested that par- 

tisan discussion of foreign pol- 
icy in the campaign might give 
strength to what he called the 
distorted reasoning of Commu- 
nist dictators. 

He said later there was ‘“‘no 
reason at all: for a moratorium” 
on foreign policy debates. 


CITADEL OF JUDEAN KINGS 
UNEARTHED NEAR JERUSALEM 


JERUSALEM, Isr4eli Sector, 
Oct 3 (AP)—A royal citadel of 
the Judean kings, almost 3000 
years old, has been unearthed 
three miles sotuh of Jerusalem, a 
leading Israeli archeologist an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Dr. Yohanan Aharoni of the 
Government’s Antiquities Depart- 
ment, said the Citadel was built 
about 800 years before the birth 
of Christ. 

“This is the first royal citadel 
uncovered in Judea and it re- 
sembles to a great extent the 
citadel built in Samaria by 
Ahab, king of Israel who ruled 
from 874 to 852 B.C.,” he said.

The end of summer need not mean the end of casual ente 
cheeses, luncheon meats and fruits of the season is ideal to serve while watching political 
debates on TV or for informal parties in the family room,

CHEESE IS in the spotlight 
during October, and rightly so, 
since it does such flattering 
things to the fruits and vege- 
tables that pour into the markets 
during this harvest season. With 
more than 400 kinds from which 
to choose, there is one to suit 
any course of the meal. 


Cheese comes in many forms 
these days—natural, processed, 
as procéss cheese foods and 
processed cheese spreads. If all 
of this is confusing (and it is to 
many homemakers), this ex- 
planation from the marketing ex- 
tension service of Purdue Uni- 
versity may help straighten out 
the matter. 


“Mose chgeses are natural 
cheeses—that is, they are the 
original product made by heat- 
ing, pressing and curing the 
milk curd, Curing is accom- 
plished by the action of various 
molds, yeasts and bacteria. Each 
of these produces a distinctive 
flavor when introduced into the 
milk ourds. Since the action of 
the ripening agents vary, the 
sizes and shapes of cheeses must 
be altered to insure proper cur- 
ing and flavor development. In 
general, the longer the curing 
pefieg, the more pron 
the 1 becomes. Natural 
cheeses are frequently divided 
into four degrees of hardness. 

“Processed Cheese is made 
from blending one or more 
cheeses with the aid of heat and 
with or without the addition 
of water. Suitable emulsifying 
agents not to exceed three per 
cent of total product weight also 
may be added. Processing re- 
sults in a cheese of uniform 
quality which is easily melted 
and sliced; however, the flavor 
is very mild. 


“Process Cheese Foods re- 
semble process cheese but 
contain less fat and milk solids 
anc more moisture. Process 
cheese foods are softer in tex- 
ture, melt and spread more 
quickly than regular process 
cheeses. Fruits, vegetables, 
meats, spices or flavoring agents 
may be added. 


“Process Cheese Spreads are 
similar to process cheese foods 
but their milk-fat content is low- 
er and their moisture content 
higher. The spreads are smooth, 
-soft and must be spreadable at 
70 degrees. Spreads often are 
flavored with meats, spices, fla- 
voring extracts or fruits and 
vegetables.” 


IN ONE AND ALL of these 
forms, cheese is a boon to the 
menu-planner. No matter what 
the occasion, it seems to supply 
the culinary answer. 

This is a sort of transition 
period from outside living to 
indoor meals and entertaining, 
but as the warm days of sum- 
mer turn into the golden days 
of October there is no need to 
give up the casual type of sum- 


& nourishing, 


mer fun. Casual entertaining 
can be enjoyed all year ‘round; 
it is just a matter of menu se- 
lection and setting. 

For example, what better re- 
freshments to serve before the 
TV as you watch the political 
debates or in the family room 
as you chat with close friends 
than a tray of assorted cheeses, 
luncheon meats and fruits of 
the season? Two or three types 
of grapes, juicy apples, carrot 
and celery sticks, pickles and 
olives and assorted breads are 
all that are necessary besides 
your favorite beverage. 

The secret to making an at- 
tractive cheese tray is variety. 
This means variety in shapes 
as well as cheese types. Let 
your imagination and personal 
preferences be your guide—here 
is One suggestion: a square 
Edam, a round Gouda, Swiss 
cheese slices alternated with 
sharp golden yellow American 
slices, a round cylinder of 
smoky cheese and slices of cara- 
way cheese. Fill in the spaces 
with rolls of luncheon meat and 
sprigs of watercress. 


A FONDUE is a gustatory de- 
light; it may vary greatly in the 
way it is prepared and served. 
For example, it may be used as 
ive sub- 
stitute for meat as main dish 
of a luncheon or light supper; it 
may be served with fruit for 
dessert; it may be used for a 
late-evening snack. Here are 
three types; the first a basic 
fondue made with milk, the sec- 
ond a dessert fondue made with 
wine to be served with fresh 
California Bartlett pears; the 
third a “‘snack’’ fondue which 
teams cheese and beer. 


Swiss Cheese Fondue. 


Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One-fourth teaspoon garlic 
salt. 

Dash of nutmeg. 

Three cups milk. 

Two eight-ounce packages 
process Swiss cheese, shredded. 

Two teaspoons worcestershire 
sauce. 

One loaf French bread, cut 
into one-inch chunks. 

Melt butter in chafing dish 
over direct heat. Blend in flour, 
salt, pepper, garlic salt and nut- 
meg.

We now 
train more than 100,000 engi- 
neers annually, we were the first 
to build an atomic power sta- 
tion, we have built the first 
atomic-powered icebreaker which 
successfully crushes the ice of 
the Arctic Ocean, we were the 
first to send rockets into outer 
space. The Soviet Union’s 
achievements proved how great 
are the advantages of the so- 
cialist system, what boundless 
opportunities for the develop- 
ment of man’s talents are 
opened up by ‘socialism and 
Communism. 

The path of socialism was 
taken by the great China which 
is successfully developing its 
economy and.culture. 
China is still another graphic 
example of how nations that

‘body of the United Nations is 
composed of three persons it 
will be paralyzed. But it will 
precisely be the task of those 
who are nominated to this body 
to find such wise decisions as 
would insure peace, which means 
that they must take into con- 
sideration the interests of all the 
groups of states. If decisions are 
taken that meet the interests of 
only one group, for example, if 
decisions are taken, as is the case 
now, with regard for the inter- 
ests of the imperialist states 
alone, such decisions will be 
‘unrealistic. Let us face facts 
soberly. The imperialist powers 
have no ground under their feet 
on which to carry out such one- 
sided decisions because they are 
in no position to impose their 
decisions by force. 

‘A Just Demand.’ 


Those who allege that the So- 
viet Union is advancing pro- 
posals which destroy the United 
Nations appraise the U.N. ac- 
tivities from the standpoint of 
only one group of states. When 
we say that the interests of the 
first, second and third group of 
| states should be taken into con- 
'sideration, they say that this 
means ‘“‘the destruction of the 
|United Nations’. No, this is a 
just demand. If not today, then 
surely tomorrow all, the nations 
of the world will realize that the 
United Nations must take the in- 
terests of all states into account. 
The alternative is the domina- 
tion of one group of states. But 
‘that means not the solution of 
_ questions, but the aggravation of 
international tension which may 
even lead to military conflicts. 

The desire of all men to $e- 
cure peace on earth is sacred, 
and the best guarantee of in- 
suring peace is disarmament, It 
is disarmament that all the na- 
tions are yearning for. It can- 
not be substituted by control 
over armaments without dis- 
armament. If our proposals on 
disarmament are accepted, we 
‘are ready to accept any Western 


proposals on international con- 
trol. 

What is the real meaning of 
the control over armaments 
which was proposed to us by the 
United States Presidént, . Mr. 
Eisenhower, and which the Prime 
Minister of Great Britain, Mr. 
Macmillan, also referred to? 
Control over armaments means 
recognition of the necessity to 
have armaments in the future. 
But it is clear to all that if 
armaments exist, then—whether 
they wish to or not—all. those 
who possess armaments will 
reach for the hol&ter, will reach 
for arms at any critical moment. 
At a critical moment those who 
possess arms and adhere to the 
policy “from a _ position of 
strength’ will not ask the Se- 
curity Council or convene the 
General Assembly to discuss the 
question of whether or not they 
should use their arms: They will 
use it. But if this happens, no 
Assembly will meet because, 
after all, a war will break out 
with all its destructive conse- 
quences.

But 
singlehanded decisions on spe- 
cific action in such a case will 
depend on the moral convic- 
tions, on the Conscience of the 
U.N. Secretary General. Is it 
admissible to make the destinies 
of millions contingent on the ac- 


the post? We cannot rely on the 
Secretary General’s conscience 
because everyone. has his own 
view regarding conscience, his 
own understanding of moral 
standards. The ¢apitalist world 
has its Own moral standards, the 
Communist world its own, and 
the neutralist countries their 
own. 


It is, therefore, necessary, 
taking account of the specific 
circumstances, to build the U.N. 
machinery in such a way as to 
make it reflect the actual situa- 
tion in the world, to express the 
interests of peoples belonging to 
different groups of states. There 
can be no disarmament, no in- 
ternational armed forces can be 
created if there are no guaran- 
tees for all the three groups 
against misuse of these armed 
forces.

That is the decision before the 
people of the United States this 
year, which road they want to 
take: Whether they feel what we 
are now doing is good enough 
or whether they have confidence 
that there are unrealized powers 
in our free society. I think that 
in 1960 the American people are 
going to say ‘‘yes” to the next 
10 years. They are going to 
give it the green light. 

As one indication of how seri- 
ous is the debate now taking 
place, last week, Monday night 
in the debate, I said that our 
power superiority is threatened 
by growing Soviet hydro power, 
a growth which is so rapid that 
it threatens to overtake the 
United States by 1975. 

Power Output Debate. 

Mr. Nixon said later this week 
that that statement was false. 
He boasts of tremendous power 
development during the past 
eight years, and he asserted 
that the Russians can overtake 
us only if we do nothing for 15 
years, while they buiit eight 
Grand Coulee dams a year. That 
is his charge, and what are the 
facts? 

The facts were reported last 
year by a committee of the 
United States Senate, over which 
Mr. Nixon occasionally presides. 

That committee’s findings, and 
I quote, were, ‘Although the 
United States is still far ahead, 
the Russians could overtake us 
in 1975, in 15 years, unless we 
speed up or they slow down. 
Both countries will have,” the 

Senate said, ‘‘an equal power 
generating capacity which will 
be 337,500,000 kilowatts in 1975.”’ 

It would not take eight Grand 
Coulee dams a year to bridge 
the gap. It would not even take 
three. The facts of the matter 

are that this year the Soviets 
are building three dams, larger 
than Grand Coulee, two of which 
are more than twice as large. 
Sharp Difference. 

On this issue of power develop- 
ment, economic growth, of better 
schools, of a sound agricultural 
program, of moving ahead in a 
whole variety of areas, I think 
there is a very sharp difference 
between the two political parties.

Is Yours” actors are told 
JOHN CROSBY about real court cases and 
they make up their own dialogue which adds both verisimili- 
tude and also relieves the producers of the awful headache 
of finding writers for the stuff. In “Road to Reality” the 
script that the actors and actresses learn is taken from an 
actual group therapy session; then they recreate it as best 
. they can. 
Doesn’t this sound like fun, housewives! Among 
the first group whose lovely neuroses we'll have right 
room will be that of a beautiful woman 
the mild man with the secret rage 
rid, the unfaithful husband, the cool 
efficient suburbanite who manages everything and ac- 
complishes nothing, the frightened inner face of the 
hero and many others. I spoke to an actress who 
tried out for one of the roles and I asked her, among 
other things, how long an actor was hired for. “‘Un- 
til the persons he’s playing gets well,” she told me. 
“So naturally, you’re hoping the persons you're play- 
ing never gets well.” 


Giraund Chester, who is head of daytime programming 
on ABC, explained how tlie program came about: ‘We have 
a commitment to build up daytime programming, to develop 
new forms. I was trying to think up new programs when 
Jack Fuller brought me an audio tape—excerpts from a group 
therapy session—and asked me to listen to it.” 

The tape was so fascinating, Chester said, that even the 
audio technicians were intrigued, the highest compliment a 
tape can have. But there were many problems. “One of our 
big problems was to get actors whose faces were not easily 
identifiable so that we could maintain the illusion this was 
the real thing. 

“For the pilot film we used a closed set. Not even the 
camera men were allowed in; they shot through portals. A 
strange thing happened. The actor who played the doctor felt 
left out. The other actors playing patients had a rapport 
among themselves and he was a person apart. This happens 
in real group therapy sessions but after all these were all 
actors. As the session went on the actor grew in authority; 
he BECAME the doctor. The other actors treated him like a 
doctor.” 

What effect will this have on the actual therapy? 


“I was frankly surprised and gratified when the 
members of a group of psychoanalysts specializing in 
group therapy said they felt that as long as there was 
no pretense in the presentation, it could not affect 
the therapy. What’s more, if the people in actual 
therapy saw themselves portrayed by someone else, 
it might have a good effect on the therapy. The peo- 
ple in therapy were told they were going to be por- 
trayed on television and they discussed it on one of 
the tape sessions with frankness and openness.” 


It’s the kind of show, Chester said, that should be watched 
alone. When people watch it together, it makes them uncon- 
fortable. “When people watch it alone, it is devastating.” 

What sort of effect would the program have on the pub- 
lic? What purpose would it serve? 

“Isn't that the same question asked by some people when 
Flaubert wrote ‘Madame Bovary’? That book gave a great 
insight into human behavior and we think this program will 
give people great insight into analysis. People will under- 
stand the problems of their sons or husbands or daughters.

Senior Centers Meet Needs of Elders 


By Robert Peterson 


MENLO PARK, Calif., Oct. 3. 
A PHENOMENON of the 
emerging geriatric world is the 


day center for seniors. Ten years 


ago there weren't a dozen in the 
entire nation. Today there are 
hundreds of such centers pro- 
viding retired persons with a 
place to go during daylight 
hours formerly spent earning 
one’s daily bread. 

The most famous of such cen- 
ters is Little House—a rambling 
redwood, ranch-style house lo- 
cated in a pretty, petunia-bor- 
dered park near the heart of 


this flourishing residential town. 
The airy rooms are painted in 
happy pastels and picture win- 
dows peer out on graceful palms 


and emerald lawns. 

There’s a paid staff of four 
who keep things humming for 
the membership of 1400 senior 
citizens. Anyone past 50 is 
eligible to join and there are 
no dues or fees. 

On an average day a tenth 
of the total membership shows 
up, between 10 and 4, to visit, 


make new friends, attend classes, 


have lunch, and learn new

Fix It Yourself 


A PLAIN ORDINARY PIECE 
of glass is a pretty good con- 
ductor of heat and in most 
homes you'll find a good many 
square feet of glass in the form 
of windows. 

In cold weather these glass 
surfaces can allow a tremen- 
dous amount of heat to escape 
from the house. What’s more, 
these glass surfaces drain heat 
from our bodies so that if we 
sit too close to a window we 
are very likely to feel uncom- 
fortably cold on the side near- 
est the window. 


The simplest way to reduce 
heat, loss through windows is to 
equip them with storm windows 
or storm sashes. There are win-

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She Remembers War From Japan’s Side 


Yoshi Carpenter, N ow Glendale Housewife, t to Teach J _ Language at Washington U. 
7

“PVE LED a unique life,” 
Yoshi Carpenter says. ‘“‘Some- 
times I think I was born that 
way. It’s my fate.” 

Wearing a simple gingham 
housedress and tiny Oriental 
brocade sandals, seated in her 
Glendale living room in which 
simple American furnishings are 
complemented by Japanese art 
objects, Mrs. Carpenter tells you 
some of the highlights of her life 
in two worlds. They include her 
marriage to a Japanese naval 
officer, a kidnaping by Chinese 
pirates, a 32-day typhoon-tossed 
sea voyage, and the necessity of 
an act of Congress to bring her 
children to this country after she 
had married an American. 

Now Mrs. David Carpenter, 
suburban housewife, deep in vol- 
unteer political, P.-T.A. and 
other activities, she is about to 
embark on a new experience— 
teaching a Japanese language 
course at Washington University. 
In a way, Mrs, Carpenter sees 
her new career as bringing her 
two worlds together. 


“If there is one thing I have 
learned in my life it is of the 
need for people to communicate 
with one another if nations are 
ever to live in peace,’’ she said, 


Complimented on her mastery 
of English, Mrs. Carpenter apol- 
ogizes. It is not too good, she 
says, because when she was a 
schoolgirl at Kobe Episcopal 
School for girls, the Japanese 
Government banned the teach- 
ing of English and French as 
the “languages of enemy na- 
tions.”’ 

She was Yoshi Horikawa then, 
the daughter of a baron, who was 
so busy that she saw him “only 
on holidays, graduations and spe- 
cial occasions.” 


When she was 20 years old, a 
marriage was arranged for her, 
as was the custom. She was 
shown pictures of three men 
along with their biographies. 
She chose a 46-year-old Navy 
commander, Ichigi Higo, be- 
cause he had been a Navy 
,attache in France and she 
thought he might have liberal 
Western ideas coinciding with 
hers. 


This was in 1940. A year later 
war came and her husband was 
sent as commander in navy in- 
telligence to Hong Kong and then 
to the Portuguese island of 
Macao. Soon they were in the 
midst of total war. To them it 
was obvious that it was a losing 
one. 

‘‘The Army people were hypno- 
tized by the Samurai spirit,”’ she 
said, “but the Navy gave up 
after Nimitz had won the Mid- 
way battles. The Army people 
told us we were pessimists, we 
were not patriotic. But when I 
went back to Japan in March, 
1944 and saw the shortage of food 
and supplies, the people standing 
in line two hours to get a pack- 
age of matches, I knew the war 
was lost.” 

It was in the fall of 1944 that 
Yoshi went from Macao to Hong 
Kong to try to buy clothes for 
the baby that she was expecting. 
Twin girls arrived instead. Pro- 
tected by six men, five Chinese, 
one Japanese, she sailed for 
home in a sampan on an over- 
night voyage through the island 
area. At 3 o’clock in the morning 
she was awakened by machine 
gun fire, nothing unusual ex- 
cept that it sounded so close. 
Suddenly the boat stopped. 


She called out but no one an- 
swered. (Nothing was ever seen 
of the six men again.) After a 
while a strange man came into 
her cabin, ordered her, ‘‘Follow 
me. I won’t harm you.’ . She 
picked up her shopping bundles 
and followed him onto another 
boat, not knowing if she would 
be killed or robbed or both. 

Held captive on an island in 
a primitive grass shack, she 
found out she had been kid- 
naped by Chinese pirates. They 
were disgruntled because a For- 
mosan agent who had secured 
their services for the Japanese 
had held out on their payment 
of goods. She was being held 
hostage until the agreement was 
made good. On the third day, 
she was taken to another island 
and released. 

At the end of the war, her 
husband was captured and exe- 
cuted by the Chinese. She and 
her baby girls were left in 
Macao. Friends arranged to help 
her escape to Formosa with 24 
men who had worked for her 
husband. Ironically, of all the 
men, only one, a cook knew 
anything about navigation. In 


MR. and MRS. DAVID CARPENTER with their twin daughters, 


the dark of the moon on the 
night of Aug. 30, 1945, they met 
on the same island where her 
kidnapers had left her, and 
started off. 

“I can still remember going 
past Hong Kong in the early 
hours of morning,” she says. 
“The city was ablaze with lights 
and I couldn’t believe it, after 
all those years of blackout.” 

In the morning they landed at 
another island where a group of 
Army escapees told them For- 
mosa was in Chiang Kai-shek’s 
hands. She wanted to return to 
Hong Kong to surrender but the 
majority voted to try to make 
the voyage to Japan, although 
their vessel was designed for 
river travel only. 


The trip took 32 days. Food 
supplies were low and then 
typhoons brought waves wash- 
ing over the boat, ruining what 
food was left. They subsisted 
on sweet potato vines. Finally 
they landed in the Goto is- 
lands near what was left of 
Nagasaki. She found relatives 
at a nearby fishing village 
and stayed there for a month 
to rest. 


Her first postwar job was one 
with American Army headquar- 
ters to act as liaison agent be- 
tween the military government 
and the Japanese, a job which 
she took not for salary but for 
food. (‘‘I received three cases of 
Pet milk as a retainer,” she 
says.) 

In February 1946, her great- 
uncle, Ichiro Hatayama, creator 
of the Liberal Democratic party 
in Japan, was running for of- 
fice. It was the first time Jap- 


anese women would be able to: 


vote and he asked her to give 
up her military job to work for 
him. She was almost out of 
money, her property being tied 
up with her husband's estate, but 
she borrowed money and went to 
work for his campaign. He won 
the election but was barred from 
office by Gen MacArthur. Later 
he became prime minister. 

“By this time I was down to 
bamboo living,” she recalls. 
“That is a term the Japanese 
use when they mean peeling off 
one layer after another, like a 
bamboo shoot.” 

She went to Tokyo, hoping to 
open a dress shop. Instead, she 
met an American Navy com- 
mander, Dr. Alfred Croft, who 
introduced her to David Car- 
penter, Navy statistician on Mac- 
Arthur’s staff, son of Fred and 
Mildred Bailey Carpenter, St. 
Louis artists. 

“Marriage was something I 
had not thought about,” she 
said. “I only thought of being a

It took 
me two hours to iron one shirt 
and then it would look as if it 
had not been ironed.’’ 

Today she does her own house- 
work in their home on West Oak 
drive, sometimes does Oriental 
cooking for guests but prefers 
roast beef, roast pork or her 
husband’s barbecue. She has be- 
come active in many causes, 
was secretary of the Draft Stev- 
enson committee, is on the Com- 
mittee for a Sane Nuclear Policy 
and is active in the Experiment 
in International Living. 

Her hobby is painting, not the 
result of marrying into a family 
of artists but a throwback to 
her teen-age days when she was 
such a tomboy her father made 
her study painting, flower ar- 
ranging and tea ceremony. 

Last summer she went back to 
Japan for a visit and found 
things much changed. Wartime 
romantic marriage had gone 
back to the ancient family ar- 
rangement tradition, though 
more liberalized. Clothing had 
changed and she found Japanese 
women “tall and filled with vi- 
tality’ but thought “the men all 
looked tired.”’ 

The Carpenter family now con- 
sists of David, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology at Washing- 
ton University, Yoshi, the 15- 
year-old twins whése names are 
now Marie and Theresa, and 
sons Gary, 12, Jimmy, 10. 

Yoshi Carpenter still marvels 
at the friendliness, kindliness 
and lack of prejudice her fam- 
ily experiences. 

“Sometimes school children 
teased the boys by calling them 
‘Ching-Ching Chinaman’ and I 
would have to tell them they are 
not Chinese or Japanese but 
American. But that is a small 
thing. You find prejudice in 
every country a little bit, but we 
have been very fortunate here.” 

Her community work, Yoshi 
feels, is an effort to give thanks 
for her good fortune. 

“In Japan there is a saying,” 
she says, “that when a tiger dies 
he leaves a good skin but when 
a human dies, he has nothing to 
leave behind but his good

Overweight Body Rebels 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: 
I HAD A PHYSICAL EXAMINATION and my doctor told 
me everything was fine, but still I can’t understand why at 


the end of the day my ankles and feet swell. I wonder whether 


I am allergic to nylon hose. I admit I am overweight. Do you 
think it might be due to this? 
MRS. A. M. 

REMEMBER: The body is a combination of a lot of parts. 

The heart may be functioning well, and the kidneys, and 
the other organs. But if they are under too much burden 
(meaning that you are overweight, and they have to assume 
the task of operating a body that carries too ‘much freight) 
something is going to break down sooner than it should. 

You can be all right as far as the specific tests go—but if 
you are too heavy, you shouldn’t be surprised if one part or 
another of your system begins to rebel, such as feet and 
ankles swelling. 


Looking for an excuse like being “allergic to nylon 
hose” is merely evading the issue. After all, you could 
long since have tested that out. You could have used leg 
paint, or gotten a reasonable tan, and gone without nylons 
for three or four weeks, to see whether it made any 
difference. 


No, don’t come to me to help you bolster your excuses. 
Don’t tell me that just because you passed your general 
examination that it is all right to be overweight and not 
expect it to show its effects one way or another. 

Stop kidding yourself. I’d much rather have you face facts, 
and get your weight down to normal. After all, your doctor 
reminded you that you were overweight, didn’t he?’ Then he 
didn’t really say everything was all right. He said—let’s face 
it—he said, reduce.

Pressure on Ozark Country

A LETTER from wlenn Hens- 
ley of St. Louis shows why dis- 
cussion must continue on ways 
to preserve and protect from 
cheap commercialization and de- 
struction, the “Ozarks Rivers 
Country’ ‘—Missouri’s most valu- 
able scenic and recreational 
asset. 

Glenn was on Current river 
with his family, including three 
boys of 5, 9 and 13, respectively. 
They stayed at Big Spring State 
Park and were floating to that 
point from Van Buren on Satur- 
day afternoon. Halfway down, 
they stopped for a swim and 
Glenn went exploring the bottom 
with mask and snorkel. Suddenly 
he was startled by a muffled 
roar, like a jet flying close over- 
head. From here I will let him

What has been said here is 
not propaganda against motor 
boating which has a place on 
millions of acres of American 
lakes and thousands of miles of 
river and brings joy to millions 
of Americans. It does, however, 
provide powerful confirmation of 
a statement made by Joe Pen- 
fold, conservation director of the 
Izaak Walton League. This was 
in a letter commenting on the 
Ozark Rivers National Monu- 
ment. 

“The area in its present com- 
paratively undeveloped and nat- 
ural condition cannot persist for 
very long,” says Joe. ““The pres- 
sure of recreation seekers will 
see to that, as it has in a thou- 
sand other places which happen 
to be close to population cen- 
ters. (Author’s note: Ozark folks 
who just ‘‘want to be left alone’ 
should study that statement.) 
Even acquisition of key lands by 
the Park Service or other agency 
will not stop that trend. The 
boating problem on Yellowstone 
Lake, a matter of serious con- 
troversy, illustrates this point. 


‘It isn’t being faced any-- 


where, to my knowledge, that 
outdoor recreation itself com- 
prises a host of activities that 


ter than some other plan or no 
plan, doesn’t guarantee the 
preservation of existing values. 


We may in the future have to 
accept zoning for activity, ra- 
tioning of participation and 
other self-imposed restraints if 
we want to save samples of 
the whole broad range of rec- 
reational opportunity. The al- 
ternative could be over-all de- 
terioration to a common level 
of mediocrity.” 

There are many kinds of rec- 


reation and there is still, if we |' 


do not wait too long, room for 
all of them. Some are simple and 
inexpensive, emphasizing such 
values as hardihood, self-reli- 
ance, skill in woodcraft, knowl- 
edge of the wild community and 
the principles of conservation. 
Others are expensive and artifi- 


cial in the extreme — and this |~ 


artificilality extends, sadly, even 
into such fields as wildlife man- 
agement. 


It is promoted by the ' ‘come 
catch it here’ slogans of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
state development board. It is 
lobbied for and powerfully pro- 
moted through the advertising 
of the gadget makers; the mag- 
num shotgun shell to take the 
last duck out of the sky, the fat 
safari to exterminate the last 
poor giraffe, the hunter’s plane 
flying into the Arctic to leave 
the last polar bear bleeding on 
an ice flow, the artificial hor- 
mone-fed trout, the false philoso- 
phy of “‘predator control,” the 
end of wilderness, the jet-pro- 
pelled motorboat on the quiet 
canoe river. 


Unless we want to be crushed 
beneath the load of gadgets and 
the crowd of gadget users, we 
had better be busy saving a few 
bits of landscape for those who 
like a quieter outdoor life.

Uncle Ray’s Column 


By Ramon Coffman 


DURING A VISIT in Norway, 
I saw an interesting object, an 
old Norse boat, It was on dis- 
play in @ surburb of Oslo, the 
Norwegian capital, 

Commonly called the Oseberg 
Ship, because it was found under 
@ mound on the Ogeberg farm, 
thig boat has a length of 69 feet, 
and dates back more than 1100 
years. 

We may wonder why the boat 
was under a mound. The reason 
is this: it was used for a burial. 
It contained the remains of two 
women, along with jewelry, 
combs, knives, kettles, a bed 
stead, two wooden sleighs and 
a wagon. It is believed that one 
of the women was Queen Aasa 
and that the other was her “‘lady- 
in-watting.’’ 


The custom of boat burial 
existed among the old-time 
Norsemen. Sometimes the 
boats were placed in holes in 
the ground, then were covered 
with mounds of soil. In other 
cases the boats, containing the 
dead, were set afire while 
floating on the waters of a 
fjord, 


On each side of the Oseberg 
boat are 15 holes for oars. If 
one man handled each oar, there 
were 30 oarsmen. The inside of 
the boat had room for women 
and children, as well as oars- 
men, household goods and a few 
cattle. The Norsemen valued 
cattle highly, and often took 
them on their voyages. 

The Norsemen were the great- 
est sea rovers in Europe during
